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From the time of its early founding in 1842 to the 
present, Willamette University has represented a con- 
tinuing interest of the Methodist Church in higher educa- 
tion in the Northwest.

SECOND DAY, THIRD SESSION 
Wednesday Afternoon, May 22, 1957 


At 1:30 the session convened with the singing of the hymn, “O

INTRODUCTION: Ledru Williams presented Mr. Curtis West- 
fall, Vice President in charge of Promotion at the College of Idaho 
who spoke in behalf of the school and its program.

REPORT: The Board of Education Report was presented by its

The required Disciplinary Questions pertaining to “Ministerial 
Relations” were answered. (See section II, under “Disciplinary Ques- 
tions’). 


The following Special Notations were made: 


(1) C. M. Donaldson moved suspension of Conference Rule No. 
12. It was suspended by unanimous vote, and upon motion, John 
Nickens was voted admission on trial. 


(2) Special appreciation was expressed to H. C. Newman who was 
voted the retired relationship. 


_ (3) P. M. Hammond moved that Woodrow B. Harris be discon- 
tinued at his own request, as an Approved Supply. It was so ordered. 


(4) Attendance of the ministers at Summer School of Ministerial 


Training at the College of Puget Sound was urged. 
The benediction was pronounced by H. C. Newman. 


_ LAWMEN’S ANNUAL SESSION: The Annual Conference meet- 
ing of the laymen was held in the Hi Chapel of the host church at 
3:40 p.m. with Conference Lay Leader, Ledru Williams of Caldwell 
presiding. Karl Johnson, Eastern District Lay Leader offered the 
opening prayer. Various topics were discussed including that of 
Church Extension” by Mr. Johnson; Western District Lay Leader 
S. T. Bailie of LaGrande, discussed “Methodist Men and Church 
Camps.” Floyd Eilers, Eastern District Associate Lay Leader, spoke 
on the theme “Methodist Men’s Retreats.” Homer Deal, another As- 
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sociate Lay Leader of the Eastern District considered the theme, 
“Laymen’s Participation in Financial and Membership Drives,” and 
John Wiswall, another Associate Lay Leader of the Eastern District 
spoke on “Methodist Men’s Retreats.” 


The group recommended a training program for Lay Leaders 
be held in the early fall. 


Adjournment was declared at 5 p.m.

Dr. Ronk, a Lay Leader of the Twin Falls church expressed wel- 
come to members of the Conference. Ledru Williams introduced 
Dr. Edge W. Gamble of the Board of Pensions, Chicago; S. T. Bailie, 
Western District Lay Leader; Karl Johnson, Eastern District 
Lay Leader, and his wife; and Associate Lay Leaders of the Eastern 
District: Homer Deal, Floyd Eilers, and John Wiswall. Mr. Williams 
introduced his wife. He then introduced Mr. Curtis Westfall of the 
College of Idaho who spoke on the theme, “Men—Where Were You?” 


Evening Worship was held in the sanctuary opening at 8 p.m. 
with Richard H. N. Yost presiding. Mrs. Charles Albertson served 
as organist and combined choirs of Magic Valley churches under 
the direction of Robert Wilson sang, “Send Out Thy Light,” by 
Gounod.

THIRD DAY, FOURTH SESSION 
Thursday Morning, May 23, 1957 


A period of quiet worship began at 7:45 a.m. in Room 30. The 
Bishop’s Hour began promptly at 8:15 a.m. in the sanctuary, with 
Bishop Grant speaking on “The House of Vision.” 


The BUSINESS SESSION was called to order at 9:15 a.m. Dwight 
E. Wilcher reported for the Journal Committee and moved adoption 
of yesterday's minutes. The motion was seconded and the minutes 
adopted. 


J. D. Crego presented Mr. and Mrs, W. A. MacArthur, parents 
of the host pastor, and the pastor’s wife, Mrs. W. A. MacArthur. He 
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also presented to the Conference the “P. K.’s” present, as follows: 
Debbie Coats, Mary LaRue and Martha LaRue. 


Bishop Grant made mention of the high esteem in which the 
citizens of Twin Falls hold our Methodist pastor here. A purse of 
$2,000 was presented to the MacArthur's for their use on the summer 
exchange trip to England. Members of the Kiwanis Club were espe- 
cially instrumental in the raising of this purse. 


Bishop Grant read a telegram from the staff of “TOGETHER” 
commending the Idaho Conference on its support of our church 
publication. There are 2,647 subscriptions on the Eastern District and 
1,604 subscriptions on the Western District. 


P. M. Hammond moved that the services and functions of the 
Conference Treasurer be removed from the Central Conference office 
in Boise, and be turned over to J. H. Coulter at New Meadows, Idaho; 
further, that all remittances be sent to that address beginning June 1, 
1957; further, that the $600 heretofore paid to the Secretary in the 
Conference office as part of her salary, be paid to the Conference 
Treasurer, J. H. Coulter. It was so ordered. 


CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS: Bishop Grant called for 
a vote on the proposed Constitutional Amendments passed by the 
General Conference. The amendment calling for abolition of the 
Central Jurisdiction passed by a vote of 86 “yea” and 0 “nay.” Paul 
LaRue moved to amend the motion for adoption to require printing 
of the amendments that the delegates might have time to study in 
detail the issues involved. The motion to amend was lost. The second 
amendment providing for a charge to have more than one lay dele- 
gate where the charge had more than one pastor, was approved by a 
vote of 67 “yea” and 2 “nay.” The third amendment providing for 
the maximum permissible number of 900 delegates to General 
Conference, half lay and half ministerial delegates passed by a vote 
of 72 “yea” and 1 “nay.” 


_ J. D. Crego presented to the Conference Mrs. P. M. Hammond, 
wife of the Eastern District Superintendent. 


REPORTS: The Board of Lay Activities Report was submitted by 
Conference Lay Leader, Ledru Williams. He moved adoption of the 
report of this board as it appeared in the Pre-Conference Report. 
The report was adopted. (See Report) 


Charles Easley, Chairman, presented the Report of the Conference 
Board of Missions and Church Extension. He submitted a supple- 
mentary report in addition to the report appearing in the Pre- 
Conference Reports. He introduced Miss Betty Whittaker, Director 
of Migrant Ministry of Oregon and Southern Idaho. Miss Whittaker 
spoke on the need and the program in this endeavor and expressed 
her appreciation to the Conference for the support Idaho Methodism 
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has given it. Charles Easley moved adoption of the report. The 
report was adopted. (See Report) 


Karl Johnson moved that the Conference reconsider item “2c,” 
page 2, of the Report of the Commission on World Service and 
Finance which calls for an increase of the District Superintendents’ 
salaries and that the matter be referred to the Commission for evalua- 
tion and recommendation to the 1958 session of the Idaho Annual 
it fee The motion was seconded and the vote to reconsider 
carried. 


Bishop Grant ordered a recess at 10:20 a.m. 


The business session was reconvened at 10:55. Ledru Williams 
moved to correct the Journal of May 22 to include the word “after” 
preceding the words “the first week of June.” Motion carried. Mr. 
Williams then presented an invitation to the 75th Annual Session of 
the Idaho Conference to meet on the College of Idaho campus with 
the Caldwell Methodist Church as host the second week in June, 1958. 


Edson Deal conveyed the invitation of the First Methodist Church 
in Nampa for the Idaho Annual Conference to meet there in its 75th 
Session in 1958. He moved that the Conference accept, however, the 
invitation of the Caldwell Church. The Caldwell invitation was ac- 
cepted by the Conference. 


P. M. Hammond moved to commend the efforts to form a Council 
of Churches of Southern Idaho and promise cooperation with such a 
Council. Motion was adopted. 


P. M. Hammond reported the serious illness of William Gang in 
the Veteran’s Hospital in Boise. Dr. C. M. Donaldson moved the 
Conference send greetings. It was so ordered. 


REPORTS: The Committee on Nominations Report was sub- 
mitted by its Chairman, O. Rex Lindemood. Personnel changes and 
additions to the various agencies of the Conference were noted. The 
Chairman of the Committee moved acceptance of the report subject 
to such further revision as would be necessary. Motion was seconded 
and carried. (See “Boards, Commissions, and Committees”). 


The Board of Evangelism Report was submitted by Wendell Coe, 
Chairman. After several references to membership growth in the 
Conference, he moved adoption of the report as it appears in the Pre- 
Conference Reports. The motion was seconded. W. A. MacArthur 
spoke on the great need to meet the decreases noted in the Statisti- 
cian’s Report. The report was adopted. (See Report) 


H. J. Gernhardt presented Miss Ruth Peterson, Secretary to Bishop 
Grant. 
Following announcements, the Bishop requested Dr. Edge W. 


Gamble, of the General Board of Pensions, to pronounce the benedic- 
tion. At 12:05 the session adjourned to reconvene at 1:30 p.m. 
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THIRD DAY, FIFTH SESSION 
Thursday Afternoon, May 23, 1957 


The BUSINESS SESSION was called to order at 1:40 p.m. Bishop 
Grant conveyed the news that L. B. Bailey had suffered a stroke over 
the noon-hour and was resting in a local hospital. He asked that the 
Conference be in prayer for him. Bishop Grant led in prayer. 

Bishop Grant requested that P. M. Hammond take the chair as it 
would be necessary for him to be absent briefly. 


REPORT: Edgar Oakes, Chairman, opened the Report of the 
Board of Pensions. He presented the representative of the General 
Board of Pensions Dr. Edge W. Gamble, who brought greetings from 
the General Board staff in Chicago. He noted that beginning June 1, 
1958, the annuity rate in this Conference would increase from $32 
per service year, to $40 per service year if the proposed campaign to 
raise $85,000 in this Conference for pensions were successful. Sec- 
retary-Treasurer of the Conference Board of Pensions, Kenneth 
Gardner, referred to the material of the Pre-Conference Report as 
related to the pending campaign to raise the $85,000 in question. He 
read a supplementary report and moved its adoption. It was adopted. 
(See Report). He then read item “III” of the Pre-Conference Report 
and moved its adoption. It was adopted. Item II was read and 
adopted. Edgar Oakes moved adoption of item “I” of the Pre- 
Conference report. It was adopted. Henry Haines moved adoption 
of the report as a whole. It was adopted. (See Report) 


__ Bishop Grant expressed his appreciation for the presence and 
fellowship of Dr. Gamble in our Conference sessions. 


TRANSFERS: Bishop Grant announced the following transfers 
of men into the Idaho Conference: C. A. Norcross from the North- 
west Texas Conference; George Briggs from the Oregon Conference; 
and Raymond Thompson from the Colorado Conference, all to be 
effective May 25th. 


REPORT: O. Rex Lindemood reported, as Chairman, for the 
Conference Board of Temperance. He moved adoption of the report 
after certain changes and corrections. Motion was seconded. Henr 
Haines moved to amend as follows: “that the $500 allowed the Idaho 
Allied Civic Forces in the Board of Temperance Budget be used for 
the itinerating of Mr. Derbe throughout the public schools in the 
Idaho Conference.” Motion was seconded and carried, The report, 
as amended, was adopted. (See Report) John L. Cross moved (as 
another amendment) that George Huber ‘and Ralph Lawrence be 
Methodist representatives on the board of the Idaho Allied Civic 
Forces, and this be included in the Board of Temperance Report. 
Motion seconded and carried. 
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The Secretary was instructed to send a message of appreciation 
to Bishop Hammaker for pamphlets, “Not Out of Proportion” dis- 
tributed to the Conference members. 


REPORTS: Herbert E. Richards presented an oral Report for the 
Radio, Television and Film Commission. He pointed out the instances 
of work in this field within the Idaho Conference, and urged the 
support of our people in the general church efforts in radio, tele- 
vision and film work. 


The Board of World Peace Report was submitted by Chairman 
Floyd Eilers. He moved adoption of the report. The report was 
adopted. (See Report) 


Paul LaRue moved that the following telegram be sent to Idaho 
and Oregon congressmen: “Resolved that the Idaho Conference of 
the Methodist Church meeting in Twin Falls, Idaho, May 23, 1957, 
urges your support of the economic phases of the Foreign Aid Pro- 
gram. The motion was carried. 


Board of Evangelism, Report No. 2 was given orally by Wendell 
Coe, Chairman, who spoke on the new Minidoka Project in Southern 
Idaho as it has affected our churches in Rupert and Paul. He called 
on J. D. Crego of Paul, to come forward and receive the “Albert B. 
Parrett Memorial Plaque” given yearly to the church receiving the 
largest percentage of new members on profession of faith. J. D. Crego 
in turn, requested all Paul people present (eight in number) to come 
forward with him, and he spoke of the progress being made there. 


The Bishop called attention to the booklets available on “The 
Quadrennial Emphasis on Higher Education,’ and had copies dis- 
tributed to the Conference members. 


A musical treat was enjoyed in the singing of “The Prayer Per- 
fect” by the ministers’ wives present. They were led by Mrs. V. Leon 
Bolen. 


Adjournment was declared at 3:30 p.m. 


SECOND CORPORATE SESSION: This session was called to 
order at 4:05 p.m. by Floyd White, president of the Conference Board 
of ‘Trustees. He read a letter from Edward Terry, District Superin- 
tendent of the Portland District of the Oregon Conference, assuring 
interest of his Conference and possible future use of the Wallowa 


Lake property. 


Mr. White then gave a brief history of the property. Paul Ludlow 
then moved that the Board of Trustees be authorized to allow up to 
$10,000 for this year’s development, namely, the erection of a com- 
bination kitchen, dining hall, and chapel. The motion was seconded. 
Homer Deal offered an amendment that an “escalator” clause be 
added, that an additional $2500 be allowed if necessary. The amend- 
ment carried. The motion as amended was then carried. 
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H. J. Gernhardt offered a resolution from a group of LaGrande, 
Oregon Methodist business men offering assistance in the supervision 
and work at Wallowa Lake. Homer Deal moved that the resolution 
offered by Mr. Gernhardt be filed with the Camp Property and 
Development Committee for its consideration and action. The motion 
carried, 

P. M. Hammond reported briefly on the status of the Fairfield 
property. 

Leonard Clark moved that the Treasurer's bond in the amount of 
$10,000 be renewed. It was so ordered. 


The benediction was pronounced by Herbert E. Richards, and 
adjournment declared at 5:10 p.m. 


MINISTERS’ WIVES LUNCHEON: The wives of the ministers 
of the Conference held their Annual Luncheon at the host church 
on May 23, at 12:30 p.m. The program included the invocation which 
was led by Mrs. John Cross; two vocal solos by Miss Billie Justice; 
a violin solo by Douglas Bishop; and a book review, “Heaven In My 
Hand,” by Mrs. Tom Alworth of Filer. The business session was pre- 
sided over by Mrs. Leonard Clark, Buhl, President, assisted by Mrs. 
Paul LaRue of Murtaugh, Vice president, and Mrs. H. G. Harvey of 
Filer, Secretary-Treasurer. Officers elected for the new year included: 
Mrs .Orville Coats of Ontario, President; Mrs. Paul Ludlow of 


Nyssa, Vice President, and Mrs. Floyd White of Vale, Secretary- 
Treasurer. 


BOARD OF MISSIONS BANQUET: This banquet was held on 
Thursday evening at 6 p.m. in the church Social Hall with Chairman 
of the Board, Charles Easley, as Master of Ceremonies. The “Wes- 
leyan Grace” was sung. Dinner was served by the Kimberly Woman’s 
Society of Christian Service. He introduced the various officers of the 
Board, and their wives, and the District Superintendents and_ their 
wives, and Mrs. Easley and their two older children. He read a letter 
of greeting from Retired Member, Noah Hershey and his wife. Karl 
Johnson announced that today is the 39th Wedding Anniversary of 
Conference Lay Leader and Mrs. Ledru Williams. He presented 
them with a gift in behalf of the Conference. Slides showing work 
of Boards of Missions in the Western Jurisdiction were shown. 


EVENING WORSHIP: John Sims presided over the Evening 
Service, which again featured the hymns of Charles Wesley. Special 
music, an anthem, “God So Loved The World,” by Stainer, was pre- 
sented by combined choirs of Magic Valley churches. Dr. R. Marvin 
Stuart gave his scheduled address, “Doing Business With God.” After 
the evening worship, Dr. Stuart conducted a workshop on “Steward- 
ship” in the Hi Chapel. 
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FOURTH DAY, SIXTH SESSION 
Friday Morning, May 24, 1957 


The day’s DEVOTIONS began with a Quiet Hour at 7:45 a.m. 
under the sponsorship of the Board of Evangelism. This was followed 
at 8:15 a.m. with an Organ Meditation in the sanctuary. Bishop Grant 
led the worship service at 8:30 a.m. and spoke on the theme “House 
of Remembrance.” 


The BUSINESS SESSION was called to order at 9:15 a.m. 


Dwight E. Wilcher reported for the Journal Committee that the 
minutes of yesterday's sessions had been read and approved. They 
were approved by the Conference. 


Erwin Schweibert, Executive Co-Chairman for the Pension Fund 
Campaign was presented to the Conference. 


Bishop Grant announced receipt of a telegram from the First 
Methodist Church of Seattle, to the effect that a check for $500 for 
the flood relief of the Vale church was forthcoming. He then com- 
mended Ralph Fothergill, pastor at Wilder, for his fine spirit in the 
matter of flood damage. 


Bishop Grant announced the Ordination Service would be held 
at 3 p.m. instead of evening, and appealed to all to remain for the 
closing session tonight with adjournment set at 9 p.m. 


Upon motion of C. M. Donaldson, the Conference expressed its 
appreciation to Bishop Grant for his presence and leadership consid- 
ering his physical condition. 


REPORTS: The Report of the Commission on Christian Vocations 
was presented by its Chairman, Mrs. Edgar L. Oakes. She lifted up 
certain pertinent facts from the Pre-Conference Report of her Com- 
mission and distributed copies of a supplemental report of her group, 
which she explained. She moved its adoption. It was adopted. (See 
Report.) The Bishop then called for all men employed full-time in 
the ministry, having been reared within the bounds of the Idaho 
Conference to stand. Ten men stood. 


The Supplemental Report, Commission on Nominations was _ pre- 
sented by Chairman, O. Rex Lindemood. Upon motion, it was adopt- 
ed. (See lists of Boards, Committees, Commissions.) 


P. M. Hammond drew attention to Standing Rule No. 1 govern- 
ing the personnel of the Nominating Committee and moved _ sus- 
pension of the rule in face of unusual circumstances involved. It 
was suspended. He then moved continuation of the remaining two 
persons in each District whose terms were unexpired, The report as 
a whole was then adopted. 
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George Huber moved adoption of the Woman's Society Report 
as it appears in the Pre-Confernce Reports, without being read on 
the Conference floor. It was adopted. (See Report.) 


Herbert E, Richards, Chairman of the Board of Ministerial Train- 
ing, presented Miss Grace Weaver, member on trial, to the Confer- 
ence, and announced her eligibility for full membership next year. 
The Bishop explained that she would be taking an appointment in 
Alaska and would be unable to be present at the Conference session 
next year. 


W. A. MacArthur reported some improvement in the health of 
L. B. Bailey who was taken to a local hospital yesterday. Stanley 
Andrews reported that he sent his greetings. 


Following a recess, the session was called to order at 10:55 a.m. 
by the singing of the hymn, “I Love Thy Kingdom, Lord!” 


An offering was received for the host church custodians. Custodians 
and other church staff members were presented to the Conference 
and the offering given to the custodians, Kenneth Kinney and Leslie 
Spielman. Other staff members giving much time to the comfort and 
success of the Conference were: Mrs. Sarah McVey, Mrs. Figgis, Mrs. 
Leslie Spielman, Mrs. Vonda Fordyce, and Mrs. Fern Parrett. W. A. 
MacArthur told briefly the history of the original church structure, 
and the new educational unit and its facilities. 


REPORT: The Report of the Board of Social and Economic Re- 
lations was presented by its Chairman, Kent Gist, who moved its ac- 
ceptance. Robert Guthberlet offered an amendment to Section 5, 
Line 38 of the supplemental report to read: “that we accept the prin- 
ciple of integration within the framework of the Christian Gospel 
relevant to the statement made by the General Conference.” The 
report as amended was then adopted. (See Report.) 


Mr. Gist then presented Robert Guthberlet who had attended the 
meeting of the General Board of Social and Economic Relations in 
March, 1957, in Chicago, who spoke on the significance of that 
meeting. He urged every church to use the “Social Creed of the 
Methodist Church,” and to organize a committee in each local church, 
to this end. Bishop Grant emphasized also, the Christian attitude on 
the integration problem. 


The Bishop announced that the reception of ministers on trial 
and into full membership would be held at 2 p.m., and that following 
this would be the ceremony of “passing the torch,” retiring two of 
our ministers, at the close of which he would read the appointments. 


Boards, Commissions, and Committees were urged to meet at 
1:30 p.m. to organize for the sake of the records and the mailing list. 


Following the benediction which was pronounced by H. C. New- 
man, adjournment was declared at 12 noon. 
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FOURTH DAY, SEVENTH SESSION 
Friday Afternoon, May 24, 1957 


The session was called to order by Bishop Grant at 2:15 p.m. 


J. H. Coulter called attention to page 28 of the 1956 Journal re- 
questing the appointment of a committee to revise the “Standing 
Rules of Order” of the Conference, and moved the renewal of such 
action. It was so ordered. 


J. H. Coulter moved that certain financial reports not available 
at this time, be printed in the Journal without reading on the floor 
of the Conference. It was so ordered. 


J. H. Coulter moved that the minutes of this 74th Annual Session 
become the official journal of the Conference. It was so ordered. 


C. M. Donaldson moved that, at the conclusion of the reading of 
the appointments and all other business, this Conference session 
adjourn “sine die.” It was so ordered. 


A. M. Thomas suggested that in 1958, pastors’ reports be in the 
hands of the Conference Treasurer and Conference Statistician at 
least two weeks early. 


SPECIAL EXECUTIVE SESSION: Herbert E. Richards moved 
that this become a special Executive Session of ministers for the pur- 
pose of clearing the case of Miss Grace Weaver. It was so ordered. 
He then moved that Miss Weaver's appearance before this session 
today serve as her appearance next year for admittance into full 
connection. It was so ordered. 


Herbert Richards then presented Willis H. Ludlow, seminary 
student and son of the Rev. and Mrs. Paul Ludlow; also Ross Miller, 
another seminary student, to be received on trial, and his parents of 
Twin Falls. 


RETIRING OF MINISTERS: Harold C. Newman, representing 
himself and C. G. Hannan, unable to be present, both retiring, accept- 
ed a lighted torch from the hands of the Bishop, and after appropriate 
words passed it to John W. Nickens, who represented the younger 
and incoming generation of ministers. Mr. Nickens responded. 


Bishop Grant then presented to Mr. Newman his retirement cer- 
tificate and badge in behalf of the Conference Board of Pensions and 
the Idaho Conference. Mrs. C. E. Hobson, daughter of the Rev. C. G. 
Hannan, received his certificate and badge for him. 


RECEPTION OF NEW MINISTERS: Bishop Grant called Ross 
James Miller and John W. Nickens, and Willis Helman Ludlow to 
the altar to be received on trial, and Mervyn Charles Shay to be 
received into full connection. Using the prescribed ritual of the 
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church, they were thus received. The Bishop extended greetings in 
behalf of the Idaho Conference. 


Recess was declared. 


ORDINATION SERVICE: This service opened at 3 p.m. under 
the direction of Bishop Grant, assisted by W. A. MacArthur, the two 
District Superintendents and the Conference Secretary. Printed copies 
of the entire service were distributed to all persons present. Willis 
Helman Ludlow and Ross James Miller were ordained deacons, and 
Mervyn Charles Shay was ordained an elder. He chose as his spon- 
sors, Orville Coats and A. E. Gilbert. Special music included a vocal 
solo by Clarence Dudley of Twin Falls, and a ministers’ quartet 
number by Herbert E. Richards, Stanley Andrews, V. Leon Bolen, 
and Paul LaRue. 


Bishop Grant then read the list of appointments, beginning with 
the “Special Appointments,” followed by those of the Eastern Dis- 
trict, and closing with those of the Western District. He was assisted 
by the two District Superintendents. 


The service closed and adjournment declared at 4 p.m. 


ALL-CONFERENCE BANQUET: This banquet was served at 
6 p.m. in the church dining hall by members of the Buhl Woman’s 
Society of Christian Service, and was sponsored by the Board of 
Ministerial Training for the purpose of recognizing new members of 
the Conference and honoring members of the Golden Cross. 


Silent prayers were offered in behalf of L. B. Bailey, a member 
of the Golden Cross, and for William Gang, both of whom had been 
hospitalized. 


Herbert E. Richards, Master of Ceremonies, called upon Ross 
James Miller and Willis Helman Ludlow received on trial earlier in 
the day and ordained deacons, to tell something of their life and call 
to the ministry.

Les Bailey has made a remarkable recovery from his operation 
and illness, but is still not up to full strength. Bill Gang also has resumed neces- 
sary pastoral duties at Mackay, and is trying to regain his strength.

and Deborah Jean Day, March 21, 1957, daughter of Stanley and Pat Day of 
Kuna, and granddaughter of Cecil and Belle Hannan. 


WEDDINGS: Willis Ludlow, son of Paul and Frances Ludlow of Nyssa, took 
unto himself a wife at the Pacific School of Religion where he is in attendance. 
His sister, Marilyn Ludlow of New York, recently announced her intention of 
doing something similar. Dates are set for the marriage of Ralph Lawrence, our 
minister at Shoshone and Richfield, to Miss Beverly Miller of Twin Falls; and 
also of George Griggs of Cornelius, Oregon, who will presently be a member of 
this conference, and his fiancee of Portland, Oregon. 


FOUR NEW MEN: Outstanding achievements of our four new men in our 
conference this year are worthy of note. All of these men went off to seminary 
from Idaho and all four came back to Idaho after graduation. They are Dennis 
Mullins, Prairie City; Ralph Fothergill, Wilder; Ralph Lawrence, Shoshone and 
Richfield; and David Coulter, American Falls and Aberdeen. All have been found 
highly acceptable in their parishes and work is prospering under their fine 
leadership. The best men that Idaho can get in many instances are the men that 
come from Idaho. 


SALARY INCREASES: The report from the Western District states “Several 
good increases in salaries for next year speak well for pastors and people involved.” 
On the Eastern District, salary increases were voted at all of the following points: 
American Falls, Aberdeen, Ashton, Blackfoot, Boise-First, (associate pastor), Buhl, 
Burley, Castleford, Fairfield, Idaho Falls, Jerome, Paul, Pocatello, Rupert, Wen- 
dell, and Hagerman. This is a total of 16 churches out of 33. Total increases 


come to $3,910. 


MAJOR PROPERTY IMPROVEMENTS: Western District—Nampa-First, a 
new parsonage; Baker, a new parsonage and a new educational unit, not com- 
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plete; Boise-Whitney, a new educational unit, nearly complete; Caldwell, first unit 
of a new plant; Emmett, a remodelled gymnasium into a new educational unit; 
Fruitland, remodelling, and shakes on exterior and paint job; Nyssa, educational 
unit well on the way to completion; Payette, a finance canvass for founds for the 
first unit of a new church; Weiser, a remodelled church sanctuary, new pews 
and chancel furniture (“Makes an improvement that must be seen to be be- 
lieved”), and breaking ground for a new educational unit; Prairie City, major 
repairs. Eastern District—Aberdeen, new pews; Ashton, $32,000 worth of work 
and materials in the new church, not yet complete, and $7,600 in cash on hand 
for the next contract; Blackfoot, $45,000 pledged for a new building; Boise-First, 
cash income ahead of schedule on pledges on the new million dollar plant; Buhl, 
$5,000 placed in the $16,500 budget to be raised this year on a new educational 
building project; Burley, $16,320 in cash on pledges of $56,000 for a new educa- 
tional unit; Glenns Ferry, $4,500 worth of materials and labor to improve 
exterior of church building; Idaho Falls, $4,500 spent to add eight new class- 
rooms in the basement; Jerome, $3,300 for improvements in the sanctuary alone; 
Paul, the W.S.C.S. is paying $45.00 per month on a new parsonage; Pocatello, 
$36,000 more has gone into the new church this year; Rupert, $30,000 in pledges 
raised for a new sanctuary; and Twin Falls, completion, or near completion, of 
the fine educational unit there. 


FLOOD DAMAGE: Flood damage to our church in Vale will exceed $2,400. 
This is a very heavy blow to this church as the members suffered corresponding 
damage to their own property. Some help has been given them from the churches 
of the Conference and the area, but this amount so far has not been more than 
about $1,000. This is not nearly enough. In addition, flood damage will cost 
Nis more than $600 in repairs. This matter should have further attention 
rom us. 


MID-YEAR APPOINTMENT: About November 1, O. Rex Lindemood, 
formerly of Kimberly, was assigned to Baker, Oregon, where he has performed 
well and rendered good service. 


CHURCH-WIDE SCHOOLS OF MISSIONS: On the Eastern District there 
were held this year, eleven church-wide schools of missions. These occurred in 
Blackfoot, Buhl, Eagle, Filer, Idaho Falls, Jerome, Meridian, Hansen, Pocatello, 
panes and Twin Falls. Data on the Western District on_ this matter is not 
available. 


NEGRO MINISTER: Since a young Negro student in seminary asked the 
District Superintendent of the Eastern District if he would be acceptable in a 
cuurch in Idaho, a poll was taken in every Fourth Quarterly Conference on the 
question, on the Eastern District only. The question was worded as follows: 
Would you be willing to accept a Negro minister?” Out of 617 persons present 
and voting in all these conferences, 308 voted “no” and 309 voted “yes.” What 
is perhaps of more significance is that six churches voted overwhelmingly in 
favor. All but one of these were small churches. 


é CERTIFIED LAY SPEAKERS: Sixteen persons were voted as “Certified Lay 
Speakers” in accordance with paragraph 146.3 of the Discipline by recent Quar- 
terly Conferences: Gerald Martin, Hagerman; Harold Smith, Austin Stover 
Louis Haller, and Buford Tackett of Blackfoot; Henry Eagle, Al Neece Wallace 
Lord, and Mrs, B. S. Arrington of Idaho Falls; and Tom Mahan, Dudley ib 
Stroud, Marshall Fisher, John W. Wiswall, Raymond G. Clark, Harold J. Stolz 
and Verle S. Sullivan of Jerome. These people may be used but not abused. 


Reports necessarily deal largely with figures and statistics. é im- 
portant. They should be studied to find eee we are weak ance we 
should do better. But we are, I think, all aware of the fallibility of figures. We 
know how many have had serious moments of discouragement and worry. We 
know how they have carried on, and how often have come out victorious. We 
also know that figures and reports often leave out vital matters. Where for 
example, do you report the fact that a young man sitting in church on a Sunday 
morning in Pocatello, listening to Harry Starbuck preach, suddently hears the 
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call to preach, and responds and asks for a recommendation for a Local Preacher’s 
License in the next Quarterly Conference? All statistics must be clothed with flesh 
to live and make sense. We must do this in our imagination, and in our under- 
standing, and in our love and regard for each other.

We sorely missed the itinerating of a foreign and/or home missionary within 
the bounds of our Conference this year. It is our hope that the General Board 
of Missions can chart a course for one this next year. 


3. We look forward to the time when within growing communities such as Idaho 
Falls, Pocatello, Twin Falls, and possibly Boise, additional churches can be 
established. We must be constantly alert to the needs of the entire Con- 
ference as to church extension, so, when the possibility for the organization of 
a new church exists, we will, as a Conference, and possibly as sponsoring 
churches, be ready and willing to fulfill that need.

3. REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 


Last year we pointed up the difficulty that we were having in securing the 
services of a full volunteer staff without the services of an Executive Secretary to 
coordinate their activities. This is still very much true. We are without the 
services of a Director of Children’s Work, or of a Director of Adult Work. Hence, 
our work in these fields has suffered serious damage. 


Largely through the efforts of the staff of First Methodist Church, Boise, and 
their Minister of Education, the Rev. J. R. Graham, a Laboratory School was held 
there last November. It was definitely a success, and has whetted the appetite for 
another. During the fiscal year 1957-1958, we will have the services of a volun- 
teer Director of Children’s Work on the Conference level. This enables us to go 
ahead with plans for Vacation Church School Institutes and other Leadership 
Training activities in the Children’s Division. We will also have the services of a 
Director of Adult Work to advance in that direction. 


YOUTH WORK 


Our Conference Director of Youth Work, the Rev. Orville A. Coats, Ontario, 
Oregon, and his assistants, the Western District Director of Youth Work, the Rey. 
Paul L. Ludlow, Nyssa, Oregon, and the Eastern District Director of Youth Work, 
the Rev. Paul V. LaRue, Murtaugh, Idaho, have done good work this year. They 
report— 


The most important part of the work of this committee has been done by the 
consecrated youth, adult counsellors and pastors in the local churches. We have 
one purpose—to strengthen youth work in every church of the Idaho Conference. 

We have been able to supplement the work being done on the local level in 
a variety of ways. In cooperation with the Camping Committee, we have promoted 
a summer camping program among our youth. No one can adequately measure 
the results, but we do know that the majority of young people who make com- 
mittments to full-time Christian service within the church do so in our camps. 


In every sub-district of the Conference we have an active pr 

the level of the local church. In Sub-District Councils, the He desi toe 
meetings (usually quarterly or bi-monthly ) and then carry out their plans. In the 
Eastern District the Fall Rally was held in Burley with the theme “Drinking and 
Christian Living.” The Western District Fall Rally was held in Fruitland. and 
they considered Being Christian In a Democracy.” Approximately 150 young 
people attended each of these rallies. The Western District held a Spring Rally 
in Baker, Oregon, April 6th and 7th. “Youth Evangelism” was the theme of this 
meeting, and our youth were witnessing for Christ. 


Conference youth officers were elected for the year 1956-1957 : 
President, Miss Lynn Zornik, Buhl, Idaho; Vide President Miss Hee 
Meridian, Idaho; and Secretary-Treasurer, Miss Freda Schmid, Fruitland, Idaho. 


During the year we printed a little news sheet to promote our youth work. 
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We anticipate an increase in contributions to the MY Fund oyer the record high of 
$1,645 in 1955-1956, with our goal set at $2,000. 


Outstanding work has been done in the Eastern District in training adult 
workers with youth. This remains one of our greates needs—consecrated adult 
workers who can give our youth the guidance they need and want. 


In addition to the regular 1957 summer camping program, we are making 
lans for a four day MYF Workshop, August 5-9 at Camp Sawtooth, for our 
eaders, both youth officers and counsellors. Each church is urged ot send two of 
their MYF officers and a counsellor to this workshop in order that they may be 
trained in skills of leadership, and in the program of the MYF. It is hoped that 
every local church will plan for a “Youth Activities Week” in their own church 


for this fall. 


A Caravan will tour our Conference this summer and will stimulate the youth 
work in six of the churches, selected from over the Conference. 


STUDENT WORK 


_The Student Work Committee, headed by the Rev. Stanley E. Andrews of 
Boise, Idaho, lists its accomplishments as— 


1. Helped and encouraged in the formation of a Campus-Church Committee 
for the Methodist Student work at the Pocatello Methodist Church. This 
same committee was nominated and elected at the Annual Conference as 
the Board of Trustees of the Idaho State College Wesley Foundation.

CAMP PROPERTY AND DEVELOPMENT COMMITTEE

Your Board of Ministerial Training is pleased to bring a report of its efforts 
to be in touch with the young men who are planning to enter full-time Christian 
service, and those who are in our seminaries. We not alone have written personal 
letters at Christmas time and have sent brochures, but we have co-operated with 
the District Superintendents in keeping in touch with the new men who are 
interested in coming into our Conference. 


We have received many excellent letters from the men who have appreciated 
the constant touch we have had with them. Some of these men have been sur- 
prised at the interest we have shown. Good will is evidenced! 


We also have continued to use the pamphlet entitled “Called—To The Pacific 
Northwest,” which was produced by our Conference for the entire area. We also 
have sent the insertion pamphlets entitled: “And Here We Have Idaho,” which 
we hope will continue to bring strong men to join our forces here to create a 
stronger Methodism in the area in which we serve. 


We have spent some money on the hospital adaptation tests which continue 
to cost twenty dollars, and we have used some money for postage and other 
communication matters. 


_ We have also spent some money to welcome the young men to our Con- 
ference through the “Welcome” banquet to encourage them to become active in 
our work and to look forward to their return to Idaho. 


All this activity has been kept within the budget! Our asking for the coming 
Conference year continues at $550.

6. REPORT OF THE COMMISSION ON 
CHRISTIAN VOCATIONS 


The Commission on Christian Vocations of Idaho Conference has had two 
emphases this past conference year; a tie-in with the existing programs for youth 
and young adults, and a re-evaluation of our record system. 


Participation in programs emphasizing various phases of Christian Vocations 
was undertaken by members of the Commission, and others, at district youth 
rallies at Fruitland and Burley in October, Southside Boulevard Church in 
January, and Rupert in March; and for Older Youth in Boise in December. Pro- 
grams on Christian Vocations were provided at summer Senior Youth Camps, and 
counselors were present to provide help where needed. : 


, We wish to commend Mrs. P. Malcolm Hammond for her invaluable con- 
tribution to our work in the re-evaluation of our records. This means she is 
endeavoring to contact each person on our records and ascertain the progress of 
their decisions. We hope to gain more accurate information and also let the young 
people know we are definitely interested in helping them to right decisions re. 
garding their future in the employment of the Church or elsewhere. This work 
takes many months to complete, and requires the cooperation of all concerned 
the young person, parents, pastors and deans of summer camps, and counselors. — 


Our records at the time of Annual Conference show 48 definitely committed 
to some type of full-time church-related vocation. Of the ministry, 8 are in 
seminary—4 will go this summer—5 will still be in college next year, Several are 
interested in the ministry of music in the church, some in short-term missionar 
service—others in the fields of medicine, nursing, religious education, and eocial 
service. Miss Margaret Toothman of the Pocatello Church will go as a Latin 
American 3 year service nurse this summer. Her support will come from the 
Idaho Conference Woman’s Society of Christian Service. Two other young people 
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should be mentioned. They go out from Methodist homes in this Idaho Con- 
ference, although their support comes from other conferences. Miss Murden 
Woods, daughter of Rev. and Mrs. Martindale Woods of Gooding, is a regular 
missionary to India; and Miss Margaret Gamble, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. R. A. 
Gamble of Meridian, is a U.S.2. 


A letter telling of the emphasis on Christian Vocations during Youth Week, 
January 27th through February 2, with helpful literature was sent all Pastors in 
January. Printed materials included Christian Vocations packets, the 1957 
Methodist Service Projects,” and the January special issue on “Christian Voca- 
tions” of the International Journal of Religious Education, and other items. 


In February the 1957, “Methodist Service Projects” were sent Pastors with 
the request they make contact with, and give it to guidance counselors in the 
public high schools. 


Selective Service Requirements information folders were placed in the hands 
of the District Superintendents for them to give out where needed. 


A Christmas letter was sent all young people on our records. Articles for the 
Conference MYF News have been contributed. 


The Conference office in Boise holds the two film-strips, “Split Decision” and 
“Counseling for Church Vocations.” Each has a 33 1/3 RPM record. The taped 
program “Dreams of Life” is also there. This may be used in local programs by 
playing it from any tape recorder machine with speed 7 1/2 inches per second. 


We have added some books on careers and counseling. They are:— 
Teenagers—Their Days and Ways—Rowena Ferguson 
Careers for You—Erma Paul Ferrari 
Counseling with Young People—C, Eugene Morris 
Pastoral Counseling—Caroll A. Wise 
Careers in Religious Journalism—Roland E. Wolseley 


There is no charge for the use of these materials—except for return postage. 
Please be prompt in returning them. 


A training meeting on a Pacific Northwest regional basis was held in Portland 
in March, to which eight of our Commission members were able to go. It was 
stimulating and helpful. 


The weakest link in the recruitment of personnel for full-time service in the 
church, is the local church. Leadership for the church must come from within the 
church. Members of the church must realize their responsibility in recruitment 
and guidance for Christian Vocations. There must be constant education in basic 
philosophy of Christian Vocation, the call of the church must be. presented; 
guidance must be given youth and young adults in finding the right vocation 
whether within the church or without. 


To strengthen this program, we suggest a COMMITTEE, or a KEY PERSON, 
to be appointed by the Pastor to guide it. This COMMITTEE may be that 
authorized by the Discipline (1956—Art. 145, par. 9). Some churches are 
organizing this work under a subcommittee of the Commission on Education. 
One person, a “KEY PERSON,” may be appointed as counselor for youth and 
guide for the program, and assistant to the minister in this work. The primary 
job of a committee is to promote the program—not to do it—but to understand 
their work and aims, to give information and be cooperative in all phases. 


Starting in the summer of 1958, we hope to organize a “Youth Tour” to visit 
Methodist Projects in the Northwest. The trip will be made by bus, probably; 
those going paying their own expenses. Interested persons please speak to Mrs. 
P. Malcolm Hammond, Rey. Paul Ludlow, or Mrs. Edgar L. Oakes. We feel this 
will stimulate interest in full-time church service. 
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A retreat for fellowship, inspiration and guidance for our committed youth 
will be held in Boise (place to be announced later) on August 30-31. The 
program will be directed toward their special needs. Mrs. P. Malcolm Hammond 
is Dean of this retreat. 


There is a great need for young women to enter the relationship of Deaconess 
within the Church. They can be placed in many different types of work. Urgent 
calls are constant for Directors of Religious Education, Ministers, and Associate 
Ministers. These needs are felt right in our own Conference. We have a fine 
group of young people coming into service within the next few years. We have 
many more such youth, Will you, with God’s help, continue to search them out? 


OTHER SUGGESTIONS FOR STRENGTHENING YOUR LOCAL CHURCH 
PROGRAM ON RECRUITMENT AND GUIDANCE: 


Teach lay people, especially parents and church school teachers, of the varied 
opportunities in church-related vocations, and the basic philosophy of Christian 
Vocation. Have plenty of good literature on vocational guidance available for 
parents and teachers. Encourage the minister to preach from the pulpit on 
Christian Vocations. Bring speakers, missionaries, and other church workers before 
young people. Send young people to summer camp where many gain inspiration 
for deeper commitment to Christ, and have fellowship with like-minded youth. 
Encourage the Methodist Men’s Organization to take part in the guidance pro- 
gram. Have Career Clinics with speakers from various lines of work and profes- 
sions, including church-related vocations. Learn to speak to promising young 
people and encourage them to enter the service of the church—but do not push 
them—it must be their own decision.

7. REPORT OF THE BOARD OF LAY ACTIVITIES 


The Board of Lay Activities met at Wesley House, First Church, Boise, Idaho, 
February 28, 1957. All members were either present, or had sent their recom- 
mendations and suggestions to the Chairman before the meeting date. 


The Board considered two groups of needed activities: the activities leading 
up to and including the Annual Conference meetings, and the activities to be 
recommended at the Conference for the year, 1957-1958. 


Feeling that many lay members of our Conference churches do not fully 
realize their full responsibilities and opportunities, the board members, in all 
discussions of our problems, continuously planned ways and means of increasing 
the participation by lay people, in helping to solve our church problems. 


Relative to activities for the remainder of this conference year, the following 
actions were taken: 


1. It was recommended that the Laymen’s Session of the Conference be of the 
Forum-Discussion type meeting. At this Forum-Discussion type session, the 
various proposed activities for the coming conference year will be presented, and 
all Lay Leaders will be urged to enter into the discussions, express their opinions, 


and plan and pledge their help and cooperation in activities the Conference 
might adopt. 


2. It was recommended that a Laymen’s Banquet be scheduled for one of the 
Conference evenings. 


3. It was decided to have a luncheon at noon on one of the Conference days, 
for members of the Board of Lay Activities at which time the board members will 
nominate the Conference Lay Leader for the ensuing conference year, 
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Relative to the oossible activities for the conference year 1957-1958, the 
board is recommending the following items to the Laymen’s Session for dis- 
cussion and possible action: 


1. The Board is recommending that there be a Conference-Level Retreat for 
Methodist Men some suitable time after November 1, 1957. This retreat is to be 
of the inspirational-workshop type. 


2. The Board is recommending that participation in the Second National 
Conference of Methodist Men be urged upon all Methodist Men’s Clubs. The 
Conference will be July 19-25, 1957 at Purdue University, Lafayette, Indiana. 
Our Conference is entitled to five delegates. 


3. The Board is recommending that $100 be allocated from the budget of 
the Board of Lay Activities to help on the expense of delegates atending this 
Convention. 


4. The Board is recommending to the Laymen’s Session, that consideration 
be given towards the goal of establishing a series of Training Schools for Lay 
po These schools to be held in the five natural Sub-districts of the Con- 
erence. 


__ 5. The Board is recommending that the Laymen’s Session give deep  con- 
sideration to any other worthy project that will result in church extension, church 
strengthening, and Christian stewardship. 


6. The Board is recommending to the Commission on World Service and 
Finance, a budget of $300. detained as follows:

world a will for peace and to constantly ater to create the conditions of 
peace. We recommend the study of the article on “War and Peace” con- 
tained in the Social Creed of our church. 


We recommend that the Conference continue its stand opposing peace-time 
universal military training. We believe, that under the American form of 
government, each man should be free to conscientiously choose whether he 
will take military training. 
3. We recommend that this Annual Conference reaffirm its position as support- 
ing the conscientious objectors to war as it seems continually necessary to do. 
4. We recommend that Methodist colleges include no compulsory R.O.T.C. 
training in their program.

II, F-3, Page 707, of the 1956 Discipline, in regard to conscientious objectors 
to war from Methodist homes. 


We submit the names of Mr. Charles R. Donaldson, 536 First Security Bank 
Building, Boise, Idaho, and G. Bernhard Fedde, Executive Secretary of the 
American Friends Service Committee, with offices at 1108 S.E. Grand 
Avenue, Portland, 14, Oregon, to all ministers for their recommendation to 
certain young men struggling with the concept of conscientious objection to 
war. A committee has been established to facilitate the avenues by which a 
young man can legally resolve his conflict in the light of his Christian 
conscience, 


We recommend that our Conference support the men who feel called to serve 
as Chaplains. To this end, we support our Methodist Commission on Chap- 
laincy and its share of our Fellowship of Suffering and Service Offering, as 
a means of supporting its work. 


We urge all lay and clerical members of our churches to exercise their rights 
as citizens, of registering their Christian opinions with their legislators, both 
State and Federal, to the end that our American form of government and our 
freedom may be retained. 


“In the realm of international affairs, the United Nations is our best hope 
for peace,” and we urge continued support by our congress. We urge our 
country to work through the United Nations for the common good of the 
people of the world rather than for selfish national interests, 


We commend the United Nations program to help make atomic energy work 
for peace, and we urge their eae to halt nuclear tests. We commend 
President Eisenhower and Harold Stassen for the study toward control of 
atomic weapons. 


In light of present U.S. policy, we make the following recommendations: 


a. That our program of economic aid to needy peoples be continued, with- 
out requiring military commitments on their part. 


b. That our vast surplus of food be used to supply the needs of other lands. 
ce. That U.S. territories such as Alaska, Hawaiian Islands, and others be 
granted equal status with continental states. 


d. That the Suez and Panama Canals be placed under control of the United 
Nations. 


Sub-District workshops are planned in conjunction with the Board of Social 
and Economic Relations. These meetings will be held on Nov. 13-14 and 
17-19 in five different churches of the Conference. Present plans are for Dan 
Taylor, Executive Secretary for Administration and Promotion of the General 
Board of World Peace, to be present as leader of these meetings. 


To promote discussion and thought in vital issues of our time, we recom- 
mend the program “Decision, 1957” of the Foreign Policy Association, 345 
East 46th St., New York 17, N. Y., and suggest that our churches lead in 


Heer discussion groups in local communities for study on U.S. Foreign 
olicy. 


The U.N. Filmstrips, “Let There be Peace,” “Towards a Better World.” 
Let There be Life,” “Let There be Bread,” and “Structure for Peace,” and 
the Danny Kay movie, “Assignment Children,” are available through the 
Conference office and we recommend their use by the churches of the 
Conference.

9. REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SOCIAL AND 
ECONOMIC RELATIONS 


The Commission held two meetings, a short one in October, and an all day 
meeting in Boise in January. Most of the year has been spent in study, and 
acquiring the “feel” of the Commission’s work. 


Not many churches in the Conference have formed a Social Concerns Com- 
mission as yet, but many have appointed a Social Concerns Chairman as a 
preliminary act in forming a Commission. Encouragement will continue to be 
forthcoming until all churches comply. 


Copies of the “Modern Samaritan” have been distributed to all members of 
the Commission. Other material has been presented at meetings, with little action 
being taken. Copies of “The Methodist Social Creed” have been distributed to 
all local churches in the Conference, and they have been urged to have a “Social 
Creed Sundayq” service. At this time, we do not know how many have done so. 


Considerable time has been spent in Commission meetings discussing to what 
extent this Commission should speak for the Methodist Church as a whole in 
certain controversial matters, such as “Right to Work” legislation, Federal aid 
to Education, Federal vs. Private development of streams and rivers, etc. It has 
been the opinion of the Chairman, and some members of the Commission, that 
these issues should certainly be introduced into local churches for study and dis- 
cussion, but that our emphasis should be largely be confined to securing study 
materials impartially, and encouraging personal responsibility in these matters. 
The Methodist Church embraces all races and political creeds, and it is felt that 
partisanship has no place in this Commission. Other members of the Commis- 
sion feel that we are derelict in our duty as a Christian group if we do not speak 
as a Church for, or against certain political questions. The issue has not been 
resolyed, fortunately. It is the opinion of the Chairman that such discussions 
are stimulating and beneficial. However, probably too much time has been spent 
in discussing this phase of the work, to the detriment of other issues upon which 
we are agreed and could be accomplishing genuine good. 


Information and literature pertaining to a “Code of Actions” for teen-agers 
have been obtained from the Governor of Minnesota’s Advisory Council on Youth. 
It is the opinion of the Commission that certain parts of this plan could, and 
should be introduced in our Conference, District Superintendent Hannan, and 
the Chairman, had an appointment with the Governor of Idaho on March 21, 
at which time this plan was discussed. It was decided that state action, with 
full Methodist cooperation along with other groups, would be more eftective 
than anything we could do by ourselves. 


Plans are being made to hold a series of workshops for local Social Concerns 
Chairmen this coming November. Present plans call for cooperation with the 
Board of World Peace. It is felt that inclusion of any more local committees 
would detract from the full impact of the workshops at this time. Present plans 
call for Dr. A. Dudley Ward, Executive Secretary of the General Board of 
Social and Economic Relations, to be in this Conference for these meetings. 


It was voted in the last meeting of this Board to encourage more lay participa- 
tion in local church services, at the discretion of the pastor. (Note from Chair- 
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man: I have conducted two services at the Sweet Methodist Church. The congre- 
gation is small but enthusiastic. They have expressed their belief that they 
have gained at least as much, if not more, from lay conducted services than 
from those conducted by a pastor. This should not be taken by pastors as an 
indictment of their work, but as the start of a golden opportunity. Participation 
whets the interest, and that is a pastor's job.) 


Our Board sent a resolution concerning a bill proposing an increase in beer 
taxes in Idaho to each member of the House of Representatives. The resolution 
stated our opposition to use of alcoholic beverage in any form, and our belief 
that our tax base should not be founded on taxes from this source. However, 
since beer is a legal beverage in Idaho, we expressed our belief that it should 
bear its fair share of the tax load. A few members of the House have acknowl- 
edged our resolution. 


The Senate passed a “Quickie” bill making horse racing and parimutuel 
betting legal in Idaho on a county option basis. The Chairman immediately 
sent letters to each church urging Methodists to oppose this bill in the House. 
The House rammed the bill through before much action could be taken. Rep. 
Yost, Canyon county, stated that the only communication he had received con- 
cerning this bill was a call from a man who said he had been told in church to 
oppose the bill, so he called to state he was in favor of it. We are praying for 
that man! 


The Chairman has received copies of all printed bills, and all senate and 
house journals, Present plans call for a list to be compiled of all bills of par- 
ticular interest to Methodists, along with the voting record of each member of the 
legislature on each bill. This will be a tremendous job, and will take some time, 
but will be available before the next election. The voting record is available on 
any particular bill, should it be requested. Over 400 bills have been introduced, 
making a report on all impractical and undesirable. 


The Governor has vetoed the racing bill, but on constitutional rather than 
moral grounds. There is still much to be done by all Methodists in sponsoring 
a sense of personal responsibility and morals in each phase of activity in our 
state. 


SUPPLEMENTAL REPORT 


_ In addition to the Pre-Conference report, we make the following recommenda- 
tions for the coming year: 


i, That a Social Concerns Chairman, a Committee on Social and Economic 
Relations, (Par. 11, Pg. 281, 1956 Discipline), or a Commission on Christian 
Social Relations (Par. 276) be formed in each church, and that the Social 
Creed of The Methodist Church (Par, 2020) be presented for discussion 
in each church.

That a series of workshops, in conjunction with the Board of World Peace 
be held November 13-19 across the Conference, and that each church send 
at least two laymen and a minister to attend. (Dr. A. Dudley Ward of the 
General Board of Social and Economic Relations has agreed to come, as

3. That our churches present an opportunity for information and discussion 
of both sides of proposed “right-to-work” legislation, inviting speakers from 
both labor and management to present their views to be evaluated in the 
light of the Christian Gospel. It is suggested that this might be done on 
two succeeding Sundays, or at times when conditions make open discussion 
possible. We suggest that other “controversial issues” shenid: be discussed 
in this manner in the churches, with lay participation. 


4. That sudies of what is being done in local schools be undertaken b 


y roups 
in local churches, seeking facts on school finances, eshte 


quality of curriculum, 
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balance in extra-curricular activities, and relationship of the schools to other 
groups. 


5. That we accept the principle of integration within the framework of the 
Christian Gospel, relevant to the statement made by the General Conference: 
‘We recommend to our Methodist people, clergy and laity alike . . . that 
we practice and preach our belief that we are all children of the same 
Heavenly Father, that we all live under the same law, and worship the 
same God. Therefore, we encourage our churches everywhere to move 
resolutely forward toward the goal of full participation of the people of all 
races in the life of the Church and the community.” 


6. That our churches take active leadership in working for equal rights for, 
and understanding among people of all races. To this end, we recommend 
that our churches accept members and ministers who are otherwise qualified 
without racial discrimination, and that we encourage the hiring of qualified 
teachers for our public schools without racial discrimination. 


7. That local churches and individuals actively extend friendship to migrant 
workers in our midst, considering their physical, education, and _ spiritual 
needs, 


The Reverend Mr. Robert Guthberlet, Weiser, who attended the national 
meeting of Board of Social and Economic Relations in Chicago in March, 1957, 
will be glad to visit churches to report on that significant meeting. 


We are looking forward to future thought and action in these fields: 


(a) Publicizing views on moral issues of candidates for public office in the 
1958 elections. 


(b) Strengthening laws concerning traffic violations, especially those related 
to alcohol. 


(c) Improving laws governing marriage, and youth rehabilitation laws. 
(d) Alcohol advertising, and alcohol on the airlines. 


We invited local church groups to communicate with the Conference Board 
concerning action in these or similar problems.

10. REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TEMPERANCE 


With 4,589,000 alcoholics in our nation today, the Board of Temperance of 
the Idaho Conference sees a problem which must be met by the Church. It is a 
vast problem which includes drunken drivers, problems in the homes, and the 
personal problems of each person, no matter how indirectly he is involved. 


We realize that alcohol becomes a problem after the first drink, so we know 
that this can be prevented by a commitment to total abstinence. Churches— 
Use the Commitment Cards. We know there is an answer to the alcohol problem. 
I. Through Education 


We urge the further use of the film “Far From Alone” and ask the District 
Secretaries to place it in each high school in the Conference. We strongly 
recommend the support of local churches to the Allied Civic Forces and the 
Oregon Temperance League, as they educate in the public schools. We urge the 
Commission on Social Concerns to stop the trend in our churches toward social 
drinking by seeing to it that our youth understand the alcohol problem. 


The Board of Temperance will conduct a Seminar in the districts to help 
ministers and laymen to help the problem drinker. 
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The Board urges each minister to request the “CONTACT” so that the 
Board can purchase it for him (at $6.00 per year.) ) 


Il. Through Legislation 


_ Let us help our legislators by sharing our feelings on Local Option; our 
feelings toward drinking on the airlines and railroads. Also let’s support the 
bills against advertising of alcoholic beverages. 


IW. Through Rehabilitation 


As church people, we should be willing to extend a helping hand when called 
upon. To do this, we urge attendance at the District Seminars on helping the 
problem drinkers. Our church, medicine, and psychology now have the things 
to work with to help the problem drinker. Let’s use them! We urge the under- 
standing and use of Alcoholics Anonymous, The church does more than rebuild, 
it redeems, and we should ever be aware of this fact. 


We feel that our Conference should urge each local church to stand for 
total abstinence, and promote it as the Discipline asks. We have too long stood 
silent on this matter. 


As a Board, we are aware that the way to stop the consumption of alcohol 
is to eliminate the desire of the consumer by giving him the fellowship of the 
church through a more active church program. We also realize that the only 
way to stop Sunday shopping is for the church people to stop buying on Sun- 
days. The Board of Temperance sees danger in the continuing encouragement of 
chance on the many popular TV quiz programs. These programs are educating 
people to gamble! We stress to this Conference, the fact that the Christian way 
of life eliminates the feeling of life being a gamble, and the peace that comes 
through Him wipes away the need to lose one’s self in gambling, or drinking 
an anesthetic called “alcohol”! 


We nominate George Huber and Ralph Lawrence to become Methodist

Il, REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HOSPITALS AND HOMES 


Your Conference Board of Hospitals and Homes is charged by the General 
Conference to co-operate with The Board of Hospitals and Homes of The 
Methodist Church to promote the interest of hospitals and homes within the 
bounds of the Annual Conference. It may aid in planning and developing a 
religious ministry, wherever practicable, in state and non-Methodist hospitals 
and homes needing such a ministry. It will seek the assistance of The Board of 
Hospitals and Homes of The Methodist Church in determining needs for hos- 
pitals and homes within the Annual Conference. It is not ours, but the “General 
Board’s” responsibility to make appraisals and advise as to the validity of accept- 
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ing, or rejecting institutions, such as hospitals or homes, to become beneficiaries 
In any way of approval or support of The Methodist Church in any Annual 
Conference of the United States. (See Par, 1558, The Discipline. ) 


There are no homes for children, youth, the aged, special care homes, or 
hospitals within our Annual Conference which are related to The Methodist 
Church, This does not relieve us of interest in, or responsibility for this area of 
service and concern. We should be ever alert to needs within our Conference. 
Although we have none of these institutions within our Conference, other Con- 
ferences within the Portland Area do have them. These institutions should be 
our concern until such a time that we have our own. And in order that we 
might become more closely identified with our hospitals and homes, your Board 
is exploring possibilities for an active relationship with other Boards of Hospitals 
and Homes within the Portland Area, and with their institutions. At this time 
there are encouraging indications that we might establish such relationship. 


We wish to remind our people that The Methodist Church has added two 
hospitals and six homes for the aged to its family of institutions within the past 
year. One of the hospitals was Kadlec Methodist Hospital, 1005 Guthrie, Rich- 
land, Wash., a 137-bed hospital valued at $1,500,000. There were no increase in 
homes for children, youth or other institutions. 


Our hospitals have cared for 112,344 more patients this year than last year. 
Our Church hospitals continue to give more free service than our churches give 
to them. Although the capacity of our homes for children was decreased by 190, 
they cared for 844 more children than last year. 


With increasing life-expectancy, the Church is giving more thought to the 
care of our aging citizens. Six homes were added to this group of institutions 
last year. Your Board will give any possible assistance to any community, or 
area interested in establishing a needed institution. 


Your Board recommends that our pastors and people visit our Methodist 
institutions when traveling, and to so plan their trips as to be able to visit them. 
Our institutions welcome visitors. 


We recommend that our pastors explain to our people that the Board of 
Hospitals and Homes of The Methodist Church is a World Service Agency, and 
that gifts to our hospitals and homes when given through the Church may count 
as World Service Specials. 


We recommend that our pastors and District Superintendents present the 
cause of our hospitals and homes to our people sometime during the year and 
encourage the people to make an offering to these institutions. To assist in get- 
ting information, we call attention to the following valuable leaflets and brochures: 
“Institutions of The Methodist Church in the United States, 1957,” “Blueprint for 
the Future,” “Methodist Speaks on Human Welfare through Hospitals and 
Homes,” “Answers for the Ages,” and “The Methodist Story.” 


We recommend to our pastors the following pamphlets published by The 
Board of Hospitals and Homes of The Methodist Church for their use in minister- 
ing to the sick and their families: 


“Be Still and Know,” by Russell L. Dicks 

“Forward with Courage,” by Charles M. Crowe 

“Meeting Life’s Wrenching Changes,” by Helen L. ‘Toner 
“The Art of Growing Older,” by Charles M. Crowe

Special attention 
should be given to the young ladies planning to enter Nurses Training, and they 
should be reminded of our own Schools of Nursing in our Portland Area; 
Deaconess Hospital, 733 W. Fourth Avenue, Spokane 9, Wash., and Central 
Washington Deaconess Hospital, Kittitas and Okanogan, Wenatchee, Wash.

13. REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PENSIONS 
A. RESOLUTIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


I. Computation of Needs for the Conference Year, 1957-58: 


In accordance with Par, 798, of the “Discipline,” the amount to be included 
in the recommendations of the Conference Commission of World Service and 
Finance to the Annual Conference shall be $25,000.; and to cover the Fund 
Raising Campaign $1,500. 


II. Plans For Campaign: 


The Annual Conference on May 25th, 1956, authorized a campaign to raise 
$85,000. to bring all members of the Conference into the Full Reserve Pension 
Plan, and to increase the annuity rate for retired ministers and ministers’ widows. 
A great amount of advance preparation has already gone into this campaign. 
Two meetings of the Conference Board of Pensions have been held at which 
the main item on the agenda has been the discussion and planning of this cam- 
paign. Kenneth Garner, Secretary-Treasurer of the Board, spent two days in the 
General Board offices in Chicago, where he conferred with Dr. Charles Calkins, 
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and other staff members on the campaign. Dr. Calkins met with the Board on 
January 18th and 19th, at which time, somewhat detailed plans for the campaign 
were made. 


The following is a somewhat brief outline of the proposed Campaign: 

1. Officers shall be: an Honorary Chairman, the Honorable Governor Robert E. 
Smylie; an Advisory Chairman, Bishop A. Raymond Grant; Executive Co- 
Chairmen, Karl Johnson and Erwin Schweibert; a Secretary, J. H. Coulter; 
and an Assistant Secretary, C. M. Donaldson. 


to 


An executive Committee to include the above plus: P. Malcolm Hammond, 
Stanley Andrews, Edgar Oakes, Kenneth Garner, Herbert E. Richards, Ledru 
Williams, Homer Deal, Edson Deal, S. T. Bailie, and Erle Whipkey. 


3. Seven Sub-Districts with a layman as Chairman, and a minister as Secretary 
will be used, with centers for Sub-District Meetings to be in Idaho Falls on 
Tuesday, October Ist; Pocatello, October 2nd; Rupert, October 3rd; Twin 
Falls, October 4th; LaGrande, October 8th; Ontario, October 9th; and Boise, 
October 10th. A starter meeting will be held in Boise, at 10 a.m. on Friday, 
September 27th. 


4. There will be a Committee of 100 laymen and laywomen who will use their 
names in support of the program, at least one being chosen from each church. 


5. Each local church shall organize for the campaign by electing a layman (or 
laywoman ) as Chairman, with the Pastor as Secretary. Additional organiza- 
tion will be geared to the local situation. 


6. Schedule: Preparation period to begin with a meeting of the Executive 
Committee at Annual Conference time and continue to October 14th. During 
this period all organization will be completed including naming of all officers 
and members of committees, and the preparation and printing of all materials. 
Intensive campaign is to be from October 14th to November 27th. (See 
below for full outline. ) 


7. Promotional material will include pamphlets, folders, posters, pledge cards, 
bulletin inserts and letters. 


8. Payments: 
a. Pledge cards will be used. 
b. Quotas to be assigned churches by use of grade point figures. 
c. Individual pledges to be encouraged but church pledges to be included 
in the budget to be accepted. 


d. Period of payment is to be from November 24, 1957, to November 24, 
1959. 


e. Opportunity for remembering the fund in wills to be given. 


9. Intensive campaign—October 14th to November 27th: 
Two starter meetings—Rupert and Ontario—Executive Committee and 
Sub-district officers. 
Seven Sub-District meetings to include Officers and Workers of Local 
Churches. 
Local Churches—Campaign extends over four Sundays in November, all 
pledges in on fourth Sunday. 
Victory Day Meeting: December 3rd or 4th with Executive Committee, 
Sub-District, Local Church Officers. Final Reports to be given. 


Ill. Change in Resolution: 


Item 9 in the Resolution adopted by the Idaho Conference in 1956, authorized 
the Board of Conference Claimants (now Conference Board of Pensions) to 
negotiate a pension agreement with the National Board of Pensions covering the 
transition to the Ministers’ Reserve Pension Fund. 
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Since the transition program is to be effected as of July Ist, 1958 and, since 
some of the data which will be required for the agreement will not be fully avail- 
able until after the 1957 session of the Idaho Conference, the Conference Board 
of Pensions desires to report at this time, that considerable progress has been made 
and that all things necessary are being done to effect the purpose of the resolu- 
tion in 1958. 


The following substitution for Par. 9 of the resolution (See P. 71, 1956 Jour- 
nal) is hereby presented: “That in order to complete the program of transition 
to the MRPF as of the Conference Session in 1958, the Conference Board of 
Pensions is hereby authorized and’ instructed to negotiate a pension agreement 
with the General Board of Pensions of the Methodist Church, to become effective 
June 1, 1958.”

The correct name of this board is the Board of Pensions (formerly Conference 
Claimants ). 


1. The Board of Pensions recommends that the Idaho Annual Conference pay 
regular annuities at the rate of $32 per year, and Special Conference 
Claimants at the rate of $28, for the year 1957-58.

14. REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


WALLOWA LAKE PROPERTY: 


In following the instructions of the 1956 Idaho Annual Conference, the Board 


of Trustees has endeavored to carry forward the following plans:

The harvesting of the ripe timber on the flat has been completed with a gross 
return of $15,852.64. The slash will be burned and the ‘ground leveled 
where necessary. 


A contract has been made to survey the land to establish all corners of lots, 
placing iron stakes at each corner and a master plat will be made of the 
property. This survey will be necessary in order to transfer leases to deeds, 
and give a clear title to the lots. 


In order to meet the sanitary camp laws of the State of Oregon, it will be 
necessary to revamp the water system. This new system will insure an 
adequate supply of water for the future of the church camp and for private 
cottages, 


The plan for the new building is now in the hands of the architects. The 
building is to be the first unit of a long range building program, and when 
the first sketch is made a copy will be circulated among the Conference 
Board of Trustees and the Property and Development Committee for further 
suggestions. A contractor will be secured, and we hope to complete the 
building before the camping season starts. We are asking for volunteers to 
work on the building and the grounds. 


L. B. Bailey has moved from Wallowa to Joseph, in order to more effectively 
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coordinate our program and plans in supervising the activities at the Wallowa 
Lake property. This made it necessary for him to give up a part of his work 
at Wallowa, and the Board of Trustees agreed to supplement, from the 
Trustee’s fund, his loss of income by giving him one hundred dollars per 
month, beginning March 1, 1957. 


6. We hope that our plans and specifications for the building and grounds will 
meet with the approval of the Oregon Conference, and that they will join 
us in the development of the camp property at Wallowa Lake for a great 
Methodist Center. 

7. We recommend that legal provision be made whereby the Oregon Con- 
ference would become joint owners, or the equivalent, of this camp. 


SAWTOOTH CAMP: 


1. Our Sawtooth Camping program is going forward. The development has 
been aided by volunteer labor by both ministers and laymen. The road is 
being improved by the state. 


PAYETTE LAKES: 
1. An option has been taken on ninety acres of land near Payette Lakes with a 
view toward a camp in that area.

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16. REPORT OF THE CONFERENCE 
WOMAN'S SOCIETY OF CHRISTIAN SERVICE 


During the year, two new local Societies have been organized. (Shelley and 
Elgin). This makes a total of 58 Societies and 14 Wesleyan Service Guilds in the 
Idaho Conference. Total membership is now 4,971 and approximately $23,000 
was sent to the Division Treasurer for Missionary Work. $400 was given to the 
support of a full time minister at Paul, Idaho. The Jurisdiction Meeting was held 
in Berkeley, California, in February. Mrs. Henry Nelson of Boise was re-elected 
Secretary of Supply Work for the Jurisdiction. Idaho was fortunate to have Mrs. 
Henry Haines of Idaho Falls, also elected to serve as Secretary of Missionary 
Service for Home Work. 


District Meetings were held in the Western District, April 9th at Nampa, and 
Eastern District, April 11th at Jerome. Miss Louise Nichols, a Field Worker from 
the New York Office, itinerated the Conference speaking at both District Meet- 
ings. The Annual Meeting was held at Ontario, Oregon, May 7th and 8th. Mrs. 
E. M. Tilton, newly elected President of the Western Jurisdiction, was the in- 
spirational speaker, 


The School of Missions held in Gooding was greatly enriched by the presence 
of ten young girls who are interested in a Christian Vocation. Feeling that the 
great need of the Church today is for personnel to carry on the Missionary pro- 
gram, Our prayer is that we may influence some of our young people to dedicate 
themselves to full time Christian Service.

17. REPORT OF THE HEIFER PROJECT, INC. 


207 McKay Building

We of the Heifer Project, Inc., wish to thank the Methodist Church for its 
interest in helping us to make 1956 one of our best years. Actually, there was a 
total of 84 shipments to 23 countries (list furnished on request )—an average of 
nearly one every four days. 


Total shipments: 886 Cattle, 507 Goats, 561 Sheep, 400 Pigs, 74,600 
Chicks, 8,880 Hatching eggs, 500 Ducklings, 25 Burros—(To mountain 
people in Formosa. “Bear ye one another's burdens.” ) 


Financially speaking, the total value of these shipments as given to us in 
the Annual Report from the National Headquarters, New Windsor, Maryland, is 
$241,156 (the value of this chattel property will always increase with the years. ) 
The gross cash receipts for 1956 came to $285,103.76. This makes a grand total 
of purchase of livestock, contributed animals and other gifts for the year— 
$500,190.34. The percentage of the grand total program for administration is 13%. 


The proposed program for 1957 is a heavy one. Requests are in for at least 
26 countries. One of the largest projects, in cooperation with the Japanese Church 
World Service, is the shipment of over 500 heifers and other livestock—pigs sheep 
goats, chicks, rabbits and bees, to Japan. These are requested by Hokkaido, and 
the Japanese Government will pay the transportation. There will be 300 or ‘more 


heifers going to West Germany, to farmer refugees, with the German government 
paying transportation costs. 


Dr. Harold A. Bosley recently stated that such projects as ours are creating a 
great deal of good will in many countries, 


_ Again we want to thank the ministers, churches, church schools, and especially, 
Bishop Grant for his spendid cooperation that we might be able to make this 
report.

F. CONSTITUTION OF HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


Article I—This organization shall be called “The Historical Society of the 
Idaho Conference of the Methodist Church.” 


Article HU—The object of this Society shall be to secure and preserve all 
possible historical information relative to the past, present, and future of the 
Conference, the several changes, and the ministerial personnel thereof. 


Article II—All members and probationers of the Idaho Conference shall be 
members of this Society. 


Article IV—The officers of this Society shall be: President, Vice President, 
Secretary-Treasurer, Historian, and six Trustees. All these shall constitute a Board 
of Directors. 


Article V—The Board of Directors of the Society, after the first election, shall 
be nominated annually by the Nominating Committee and_ elected by the 
Conference; nominations may be made on the Conference floor if a member so 
desires. The Trustees shall be equally represented from each district, and be 
elected in classes; two for three years, two for two years, and two for one year. 
Thereafter two directors shall be elected each year to serve for three years or 
until their successors are elected. 


Article VI-The Articles and/or By-Laws of this Society may be amended, 
or new ones made, by a two-thirds vote of the members of the Society present 


BY-LAWS 


1— It shall be the duty of the members of this Society to collect and preserve all 
possible historical information and data relating to Methodism in the Idaho 
Conference, and deposit the same with the Secretary of the Society. 


2— The President shall preside at all meetings of the Directors of the Society 
In his absence the Vice President shall preside. 
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3— The Secretary-Treasurer shall act both as Recording and Corresponding 
Secretary. He shall keep an explicit record of the proceedings of the Directors 
at its meetings and preserve the same. He shall conduct the general corre- 
spondence, and shall properly designate and classify all historical matter that 
may be received by him, and by whom it was given and the date received. 


4— The Historian shall write a History of the Conference and its several changes, 


as material may be secured, and shall submit the same to the Board of 
Directors.

1. PROCEDURE IN BECOMING A METHODIST MINISTER 


(Paragraph references are to 1956 “Discipline” ) 


LOCAL PREACHERS AND APPROVED SUPPLY PASTORS 

Be governed entirely by the “Discipline,” Pars. 304-320. The first step is to 
contact your District Superintendent and tell him your wishes. He will then 
guide your procedure. He is the Chairman of the District Committee on Min- 
isterial Qualifications. After you have met all of the requirements, if you are 
of draft age, fill out a set of the triplicate “Blank for Ministerial Student Asking 
for Exemption Under Selective Service Act,” for filing with your local Draft 
Board, the Conference Board of Ministerial Training and the Seminary with 
which you are pre-registered. Type the answer to paragraph 3 on the blanks, 
sign them in longhand and send them to V. Leon Bolen, 1508 Ponderay, Boise, 
Idaho, who will in turn mail them to the seminary of your choice, which will 
return a copy to him and to you for your Draft Board. 


ADMISSION ON TRIAL IN ANNUAL CONFERENCE 
A “Local Preacher” desiring admission into the Annual Conference on Trial 
must be guided by Pars. 321-331. Every part of this is important. Questions 
regarding interpretation may be submitted to your District Superintendent or to 
Herbert E. Richards, Chairman of the Board of Ministerial Training, 1012 State 
Street, Boise, Idaho. 


1. Please note that written examinations in “Studies for Admission on Trial” 
are to be taken from Nashville, Tenn. 


2. Write V. Leon Bolen, 1508 Ponderay, Boise, Idaho, for a “Ministerial Qual- 
ifications” blank. All “Admission on Trial credits should also be cleared 
with him before the Annual Conference meets. 


3. On the opening day of the Annual Conference, appear before the Board of 
Ministerial Training and Qualifications. This is required, except where 
special arrangements have been made with the Board.

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APPROVED SUPPLIES, AND UNDERGRADUATES 


Check all credits desired with the Registrar, Rev. V. Leon Bolen, as early 
in the year as possible. This may prevent delay and disappointment at 
Conference time. 


Keep your District Superintendent informed as to your plans and progress. 


Every applicant admitted under the Seminary Rule, or received from other 
denominations, shall be required to take that part of the Course of Study 
dealing with Methodist history, policy, and doctrine, unless he can furnish 
credentials in the same text from his seminary. The equating of all subjects 
is determined by the dean of one of our Methodist seminaries. 


Each candidate must present the Registrar a certificate of graduation or a 
transcript of credits before the Board will recognize any of his educational 
claims. 


Each undergraduate and each approved Supply Pastor, and each applicant 
for Admission on Credentials, shall take the Conference Course of Study from 
Nashville, Tennessee, unless excused by the Conference Board of Ministerial 
Training according to the standards set forth by the “Discipline.” The fee 
for each course is $1.50. 


Each undergraduate and Approved Supply Pastor is responsible for initiating 
correspondence with Nashville, Tennessee, not later than November 1, pre- 
ceding the Annual Conference session at which he seeks advancement. He 
should report to the instructors the “Year” of the Course of Study in which 
the Conference Board of Ministerial Training has placed him, and his goal in 
taking the course. 


Written work in any subject is to be presented during the year as prescribed 
by the instructors in Nashville. After the initial correspondence with them, 
they will outline their requirement for the various courses. The “Student’s 
Handbook” will be used as the basis for guidance in each course. 


Grammatical correctness, literary style, and neatness of papers, as well as 
mastery of the contents of the books shall be required. 


Examination in any book will be arranged by the instructor and student. 


Such examination shall not be given until the written work is satisfactory to 
the instructor. 


All written work and examinations must be in the hands of the seminary 
instructor by May 1, preceding the Conference session, in order to receive 
credit for the year’s work. 

The instructors will report to the Registrar all grades given on written work 
and examinations. 
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Each approved Supply Pastor MUST complete one year of the Course of 
Study each year to be eligible to serve the sacraments. (See Par. 318.) 


B. CONFERENCE RULES OF ORDER 


The Standing Commitees, Boards and Commissions of the Conference shall 
be nominated by a Nominating Committee except where provided for other- 
wise by the Discipline, said committee shall be composed of a total of six 
persons equally divided between the two districts, and comprising three 
ministers and three laymen. They shall be elected in classes of two persons 
each, and for a term of three years they may be re-elected for only one extra 
term. These shall include Boards—An Interboard Council, Board of Trus- 
tees; Board of Conference Claimants; District Boards of Church Location 
and Building; Board of Ministerial Training and Qualifications; Boards of 
Lay Activities; Board of Missions and Church Extension (quadrennial); 
Board of Education (quadrennial); Board of Temperance; Board of Evan- 
gelism; Board of Hospitals and Homes; Board of Trustees of Historical So- 
ciety; Board of Social Service and Economic Relations. Committees—Con- 
ference Relations Commitee; Committee on Investigation; Resolutions and 
Courtesies Committee; Committee on Memoirs; Audit Committee; Committee 
on Procedure; Committee on Moving Expenses; Committee on Christian Vo- 
cations; Nominating Commitee; Committee on Approved Supplies; Commit- 
tee on Travel Expense; Board of World Peace; Committee on Reserve Pen- 
sion; Commissions—Commission on World Service and Finance; Town and 
Country Commission. 


The Committee on Conference Program and Entertainment shall include 
Chairman of the Interboard Council, the entertaining pastor, the Conference 
Lay Leader, the District Superintendents, the presiding Bishop and the lay 
member of the entertaining church. Meetings of Boards, Committees, and 
Commissions of the Conference shall be scheduled as a part of the Conference 
program. 


Members of the Conference desiring to vote shall be within the bar of the 
Conference at the time a vote is taken. 


Motions, reports, and resolutions shall be in writing and presented to the 
Secretary. 


Pastor’s Conference Reports shall be delivered to the Conference Treasurer’s 
office or as directed by the statistical officers not later than one week prior 
to the opening of Conference. 


Official lists of Lay members and alternates shall be provided for the Secre- 
tary by the District Superintendents by the opening session of the Conference. 
Each Board, Commission, and Committee asking funds from the Conference 
must present in detail its program and askings to the Inter-Board Council 
for approval eight weeks prior to the date of the Annual Conference. After 
consideration and approval by the Inter-Board, all askings shall be forwarded 
to the Commission on World Service and Finance for consideration and 
appropriation by the Commission. 


A Committee of three members and three laymen shall constitute the Com- 
mittee on Conference Expense. This committee is authorized ot pay, to the 
driver of the car only, up to 3 cents per mile round trip, to ministers and 
delegates attending the session of the Annual Conference; and that the same 
amount be allowed to persons traveling, of necessity, some other way. 


All members of Boards, Commissions and Committees should be listed by 
name, and in case of lay members, alternate delegates to the Annual Con- 
ference serve for that session in place of their regular delegates who are ab- 
sent In listing the names of ia members on Boards, Committees, and 
Commissions, the name of the church represented shall follow the name. 


All matters to be printed in the Conference Journal except the Statistician 
and Treasurer Report shall be typed in duplicate and delivered to the 
Secretary prior to the end of the Conference session. 
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The Secretary of the Conference shall have charge of and be responsible for 
all papers of the Conference in the interim between the sessions of the 
Conference. 


No man shall be received on trial in the Conference who is over thirty-five 
years of age, and no one shall be received into full connections in the Con- 
ference who is over thirty-seven years of age. The candidate shall also furnish 
a certificate of physical fitness, the physician to be acceptable to the Board 
of Ministerial training. 


All ministers from other denominations seeking full membership in the Idaho 
Annual Conference, not graduates of theological seminaries approved by the 
Methodist University Senate are required to take the full course of study. 


The Standing Rules of the Conference shall not be amended, altered, or 
suspended except by two-thirds vote of those present and voting. 


The Rules of Order adopted by the preceding General Conference shall be 
authority on all questions not referred to, or fully treated in these Conference 
Rules. 


No member of the Conference who has reached the permissive age of retire- 
ment shall be nominated for membership on the Board of Conference Relations, 
the Board of Conference Claimants, or the Board of Ministerial Training. 


The Conference relation of any ministerial member may be brought up for 
discussion only in Ministerial Executive session. 


The fiscal year in Idaho Conference, as in the other two Conferences of the 
Portland Area, shall begin on June 1, and close on May 31. The June salary 
shall be paid to a minister by the local church to which he is appointed 
at the Annual Conference. Unless otherwise agreed upon by the local church 
and the appointing authority, the salary of the pastor transferred between 
conference sessions shall begin when the pastor takes over his responsibilities 
as pastor of that church. 


All committee reports shall be mimeographed and placed in the hands of the 
Conference members on the day prior to their official presentation. 


Lay members and one or more reserve lay members of the Annual Conference, 
shall be elected quadrennially. 


The term “Pastor’s Travel and Expense Fund” is meant: first, actual expenses 
incurred, including car depreciation, in travel by the minister in the conduct 
of parish work; second, local telephone service in the parsonage. 


The Conference itself, shall bear the cost of entertaining the Annual Con- 
ference except that the host church provide the entertainment of certified 
delegates, ministerial members, and District Superintendents on the Harvard 
Plan, with an upper limit of $600.00 on presentation of bills approved by the 
host pastor. The evening offerings shall accrue to the Conference. 


All Boards, Commissions, and Committees holding funds either in their own 
possession or in the general treasury, or investments, savings, notes, promises, 
or real property are hereby required to report such funds and/or holdings 
to the Conference Board of Trustees, and that the amount of funds held by 
Conference Boards, Commissions, and Committees be printed in the Confer- 
ence Journal each year.

D. CONFERENCE ENTERTAINMENT RULES 


Your Committee on Conference Program and Entertainment offer the following 
to facilitate preparation for and entertainment of future Idaho Annual Conferences: 

The day for the Board and Committee meetings are to be included in the 
dates of the Annual Conference. 

The entertaining church shall provide entertainment on the Harvard plan for all 
eligible delegates, and such members of the boards and committees who are not 
elected delegates, as desire such entertainment. 

All persons desiring motel or hotel accommodations provide such for them- 
selves. 

Persons eligible for entertainment are the pastor, his wife, and the lay member 
from each church, retired ministers, their wives; and the widows, all ministers 
in studies, special appointments and candidates. 

The Conference shall pay all the expenses of program and functional operation. 
This is subject to the limitation determined by the Commission on World Service 
and Finance, which is $600.00. 

The items of expense to be included are as follows: 

Speaker honorarium, established by precedent, $100.00. 
Speaker’s travel, hotel and meals. 
Hotel expense for Bishop. 
Printed programs, bulletins, and registration cards. 
Phone, postage, stationery. 
Secretarial service, if necessary for the Conference. 
Reports of boards and committees shall be provided through secretarial 
expense allowance. 

The Quadrennial Committee shall furnish the entertaining pastor and church 
with a schedule of board and committee meetings to be printed in the Conference 
Program, at least six weeks before Conference. 

A copy of programs of previous conferences; a report of the number of 
registrations, manner of entertainment, and all costs of Conference shall be 
provided the prospective entertaining church and _ pastor. 


E. MOVING EXPENSE FUND RULES 


1. The Moving Expense Fund is established by assessing an amount equal to 
1% of the pastor’s cash salary. This fund will pay the moving bills for churches 
receiving new pastors, whose salaries can be assessed. Ministers in detached 
service or District Superintendents have no claim on the fund; a minister going 
out of the Conference has no claim on the fund. 


2. Moving bills for men moving within the Conference will be paid by the 


a 
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Conference Treasurer, after their approval by the Minister and a representative 
of the Moving Expense Committee. The fund will pay the complete bill, but the 
church to which the minister moves will be notified by the Treasurer that it is 
responsible for 35% of the bill. The Conference Treasurer may borrow from 
general reserves of the Conference, up to the amount received from the churches 
the previous year, in the event that moving bills presented exhaust the Moving 
Expense Fund. 


3. The fund will pay moving expenses of men moving in the Conference 
up to and including $200.00, with the church to which he is moving paying 35% 
of the bill, up to and including $70. (Note: This does not limit the right of any 
local church to pay the complete moving expense of a minister moving into the 
Conference; it merely limits the responsibility of the Moving Fund. ) 


4. The Moving Fund will pay only for the shipment of household goods 
and personal effects; livestock and personal moving expenses do not come under 
this plan. The following instructions will be handed to the mover when he is 
hired: “We will pay for the use of one wardrobe in addition to the regular rates 
and Federal tax. Any extra charges for packing, boxes or special insurance are the 
minister’s personal responsibility and should be collected directly from him.” 


5. Each minister shall hire whomever he desires to do the moving. He is 
urged, however, to be certain that the lowest possible rate is used, and to avoid 
extra charges involved in a truck having to return empty to its starting point. 

6. Any assessment not paid in full is carried as a debt against the local 
church; any church with a debt against it will not have moving bills paid when 
a minister is appointed to serve it. This debt may be cancelled either by paying 
the assessments or paying the moving bill of a minister it receives. 

7. The Conference Treasurer will advise the local church of its 35% respon- 
sibility toward its new minister's moving bill, as soon as possible after paying the 
bill. The minister is urged to have the local church treasurer remit that 35% as 
quickly as possible. 


8. For men moving into the Conference, any moving bill should be submitted 
to the Moving Expense Committee for action; through the District Superintendent. 
Upon recommendation of the District Superintendent, personal moving expenses 
of men moving into the Conference may be allowed up to the $200 maximum.
